In a summary prepared while offi- 
cials in Washington sparred, Attorney 
General William Barr said the two-year 
probe by special counsel Robert Mueller 
produced no conclusion that President 
Donald Trump conspired with Russia to 
sway the 2016 election. 

Barr also wrote in the digest deliv- 
ered to Congress on Sunday that the evi- 
dence collected by Mueller does not 
conclusively show whether Trump ob- 


structed justice after taking office as 
president. While Barr and his staff sift- 
ed through the report and its support- 
ing documents, Congressional Demo- 
crats called for the full release of the 
report, threatening to subpoena docu- 
ments and bringing Mueller and other 
officials to testify if they were not re- 
ceived.

Despite loss, cancer 
therapy offers hope

There was fanfare that October day — or perhaps at least as much 
fanfare as could be expected in a pediatric oncology unit. Kylee 
Sweat’s doctor, nurses and family gathered around as an orange- 
tinted liquid dripped into her veins, making her the first Riley Hospi- 
tal for Children patient to receive a new cancer therapy. 

The treatment, made from Kylee’s own cells, aimed to attack the 
cancer that Kylee had battled for nearly half of her 18 years. 
Unlike chemotherapy, which would destroy both healthy and cancer 
cells, this therapy would borrow Kylee’s own cells and train them to

ENGLISH - Two distinctly different 
pictures of David M. Cox emerge in 
court records. 

There’s David Cox the successful 
businessman, a pillar of his small 
adopted hometown in Southern Indi- 
ana. 

More than 80 supporters - among 
them doctors, preachers and the local 
county sheriff —- praised Cox in heart- 
felt letters to a federal judge. 
They called him caring and trustwor- 
thy, a born-again Christian quick to of- 
fer a hand when someone is strug- 
gling. 

One example is cited repeatedly: 
When residents of English lost power 
for days following a big storm about 
10 years ago, Cox set up his fish-fry 
trailer. For days, he fed anyone who 
needed help, regardless of their ability 
to pay. 

Then there’s David Cox who has a 
tattoo on his leg depicting a game war- 
den hanging from a noose. Prosecutors 
said Cox’s “distaste for the law was 
palpable.” He bragged about his prior 
crimes and repeatedly flouted wildlife 
regulations in pursuit of personal en- 
richment. 

Despite those contradictory de- 
scriptions, some things about Cox 
aren't in dispute. 

The 64-year-old climbed his way up 
from wayward high school dropout to 
become a successful entrepreneur 
who sold tons of Hoosier caviar to cus- 
tomers around the globe. 

Theres also this: Cox was
